Janet Gaylord Moore was an 
award-winning painter, a graceful 
writer and an art educator who 
chaired the department of art his¬ 
tory and education at the Cleve¬ 
land Museum of Art. 

She lived in recent years at a cot¬ 
tage set in a hillside overlooking 
Maine’s Penobscot Bay, a setting 
that reminded her of vistas she had 
seen during a youthful visit to 
China. ^ ...... 

“It is important to get out into 
the country, or into a park, into the 
woods, onto the water, anywhere 
where you are in direct contact 
with the world of nature,” she once 
wrote. 

Miss Moore, 86, died Saturday in 
Deer Isle, Maine. 

She was born in Hanover, N.H. 
She had .said her fate as an artist 
was sealed when, at age 3, she be-

came lost imthe Louvre during a 
family visit to Paris. She was fi¬ 
nally found standing before the 
Mona Lisa. Her late father had 
taught classics at Columbia Uni¬ 
versity.- 

Miss Moore attended Spence 
School in New York City and 
earned a bachelor’s degree from 
Vassar College. She spent a year in 
China after graduation. She later 
studied painting in France and 
Italy and at the Art Students’ 
League in New York. She did pro¬ 
duction illustration for Chance 
Vought Aircraft during World War 
II. 

Miss Moore joined the staff at 
Laurel School in 1947. She won a 
first prize in the May Show at the 
Cleveland Museum of Art a year 
later and exhibited there many 
times. She chaired Laurel’s art de¬ 
partment until 1961, when she be¬ 
came supervisor for clubs and 
adult groups at the museum. She

eventually served as associate cu- ‘ 
rator and acting curator of the de-j 
partment of art history and educa-f * 
tion. 

Miss Moore wrote her first boolC; 
in 1968, “The Many Ways of See-^J 
ing.” It was an introduction to art^ 
appreciation designed for high?? 
school students, but critics said itj v 
could be valuable for all ages. The , 
book was a runner-up for the New-.*? 
bery Award for distinguished liter¬ 
ature for young people. 

The interest in Asian art Miss 
Moore developed when she lived in _ 
China led to her writing “The Easl> 
ern Gate” in 1979. It was an intro^ 
duction to the art of China and Ja-I? 
pan. 

Miss Moore retired to Stoni- 
ngton, Maine, in 1975. She was for¬ 
mer secretary of the Deer Isle Art¬ 
ists’ Association. 

Miss Moore is survived by nieces 
and nephews.
